The application has been amended as follows: 

• In claim 1, 

line 8, after "water" insert --, wherein the at least one electrode 
comprises a layer of the metal having a thickness of about 100 nm to about 
150 nm and being capable of withstanding a peeling force larger than about 
1 0 kg/cm 2 - 

• Cancel claims 14 and 15. 

• Amend Abstract as follows: 

A method for manufacturing electrodes on a semiconducting material 
of type ll-VI or on a compound of this material. The electrodes are preferably 
in gold or platinum and are formed by electrochemical deposition of gold or 
platinum from a solution of gold or platinum chloride in pure hydrochloric acid. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-9 and 11-13 are allowed. 
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3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Recorded 
Prior Art fails to disclose or suggest a method for manufacturing at least one electrode 
on a ll-VI semiconducting material or a compound of the ll-VI semiconducting material, 
the at least one electrode being a metal for which the work function is substantially 
equal to or larger than that of the ll-VI semiconducting material, the method being 
characterized in that the at least one electrode is formed by electrochemical deposition 
the metal from a solution of a metal chloride in pure hydrochloric acid, the metal chloride 
being a chloride of said metal, and wherein pure hydrochloric acid is the liquid which is 
obtained by dissolving about 37% to 38% by weight of hydrogen chloride molecules in 
water, wherein the at least one electrode comprises a layer of the metal having a 
thickness of about 100 nm to about 150 nm and being capable of withstanding a peeling 
force larger than about 1 0 kg/cm 2 .
